The Kansas Pops havo given ever, bod v

the earache by their racket oxer the "in-

itiative and referendum " Not many mem-

bers of Leodj's Hock havo been able to
pronounce these long word', fewer still
haxc been able to spell them, and now we
know that practically none of them knows
what they mean.

The initiative and referendum means
that representatives of the people shall
propose a measure and then refer It to the
people for their approval or rejection.

The Kansas Pops in their state conten-
tion proposed war on railroads. AH through
the campaign the Leedy chin whiker
flickered In the breeze as he fulminated
against the great red dragon of trans-
portation. "Vote for me and the other-.-"

be crcamed. "or the railroad men of the
countrj will murder jou. burn jour homes,
and sell jour wics and children Into bond-

age'" Some of the Lecdjitcs
lcdy in talk of this kind, and not a voter
in the state had any chance to overlook
the railroad question as a matter to be

otcd on.
One would naturally suppose- - this to be

an "initlath e" and a. "referendum" In most
perfect form. So it was. The people so
understood it and cast their xotcs accord-
ingly. They oted against the ledj idea.
They xotcd against the proposition to rip
the railroads up the Kick. They toted
against the proposition to put the railroad-- ,

ceivers. Thej voted to let the railroads
alone except as now regulated, and to turn
the authors of this "initiative" out of of-

fice. This Is bow the people voted
But what does Lecdj" care how the people

They
had no right to vote as they pleased. They
must be hauled up with a curb bit.

William J. Stone is out with another em-

phatic denial that he has repudiated the
Chicago platform and Brjni.ism. He pro-

tests that he has not fixed up a Job with
Iticl-ar- Croker for the abandonment cf
silver as an Issue in fact, that he has
never seen tho Tammanj bo--- .

If there Is anj one thing in the air cal-

culated to "how conclusively that Stone Is

no longer for Brjan, nor for Democracy
as represented by Jiryan. it is the evasive
character of Stone's own disclaimers. It
will be ed that in his latest denial
he does not once Indorse Brjan for a sec-

ond nomination. He stands for the Chi
cago platform, principally because he
helped make It. no doubt: but he does not
xocch for Brjanlsm as it has developed
since the last presidential campaign as ex-

pressed bj Brjan himself at this time.
Stones nearest approach to Brjan per-

sonally Is to declare that the Democratic
part" of the United States is the same
pirtj that suppoited Brjan and that it
still stands for the Chicago platform. This
is cold comfort for Mr. and doe3
not prevent the addition to that platform
of a Stone pi ink on expansion, with Stone,
as the nominee.

Stone and Brjan have drifted far apart,
or otherwise, and there are manv

who believe that the severance was due
to the far seeing ambition and deliberate
manipulation of Stone. But it is certain
til it Stone is omplnticallj for expans'on
and Brjan is uncompromisingly- - against
It. it remains to be seen whose plank will
go into the next Democratic platform.
Meanwhile Stone cannot lie for Bij.in ard
expansion at the same time, and his weak
pretense of friendliness to the ambitions
of the Ncbraskan is amusing, to saj-- the
least.

There Ls no reason to believe, howe-ver-,

that the president contemplated anj pro-

cedure that would dangerouslj weaken the
nrmtd force of the countrj. Hi recom-
mendations for an increase in the regular
armj accompanied those for the return of

the volunteers. Until there Is a consider-

able enlargement of the standing armj-- .

volunteers will be needed to garrison the
new possessions and to piotcct the countrj-- .

Under a strict Interpretation of existing
laws It is In order at once to reduce the
standing army from XifrJO to "j,0(j0 men. the
latter number being the quota provided for
before the speciil war legislation. If this
reduction be made, provision for permanent
enlargement of the armj- - must also be
made lofoic all of the volunteers are mus-
tered out.

It Is casllj- - possible, too, that too much
attention is given to the various Instance
of homesickness among the volunteer sol-

diers in the Philippines and the West In-

dies. There are manj biich cases, no doubt,
and jet for everj xolunteer who wants to
come home thctu arc ten at home who

would be ready and anxious to take his
place. Hence there is no reason to make
the dut of this service Irksome, even if a
comparatively large xolunteer army must
be maintained for some time to come.

It lias come to be an international usage
that the xictor is warranted in collecting
from the defeated a 1 lrge part or the
whole of his war expenses, and it was
through the application of this principle
that Japan latelj- - exacted from China with
the content of .ill the nations of the earth,
gold pajments equal in amount to nearlj-o-r

quite the sums expended in war on the
Japanese side. .An investigation of some
of the treaties cited will how that the
victors received cash pajments In sum ex-

ceeding thf amount of debts assumed, and
if the United States had de ided to exict
from Spiln tho amounts expended in the
war theri would have been nothing in the
performance eontrarj to intcmation il law.
In the Kranco-Prus- si in n,,r Prussia ex-

acted not onlj-- large grants of territory,
but aNo the pijment of $l.rV,v,.000, fnr
which she lelurnerf nothing in the way
of an assumption of n ttional debt.

In the war with Spain the UniUd States
elected to ex ict nothing in the waj of cash
indemnitj". but. on the eontrarj'. to pay
Spiin for public fmprov erne tits on the lands
which rightful! j might h.ixc been taken as
the spoils of war. In the iae of Cuba
the- United States asked nothing and got
rotbmg except the knowledge of h.rving
released a neighboring people. from the
curse of tj rannj--.

A brochure, bv Marv Toote Henderson,
